Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept. 20.— 
’“Call off your pun men at the state 
capltol or trouble may start. 
Military 
dictatorship 
of 
Oklahoma 
can 
no 
longer be endured. 
The legislature 
demands the right to meet.” 
In such militant language legisla­ 
tors of Oklahoma will demand this 
week of Gov ernor j. C. Walton the re­ 
mov al of military guards barring en­ 
trance to the house and senate cham­ 
bers in the first definite act of a 
mov ement of such 
rising 
intensity 
and bitterness as to occasion among 
moderates genuine alarm for public 
safety and peace. 
A prominent member of the lower 
house of the state legislature need 
the language q uoted abov e in making 
known to a confidante the fact that 
the legislature iff 
ready to 
strike. 
Within 24 hours formal demand for 
opening of the legislativ e chambers 
will be made on the gov ernor by a 
q uorum of the lower house, it was 
learned on unq uestionable 
authority. 
The demand will he f led with Attor­ 
ney General Hhor* 
Before that -swelling tide of oppo­ 
sition in the leg! lativ e branch of the 
state gov e ament. Gov ernor Walton 
stands steadfast. 
He reiterated with 
emphasis hie determination to block 
conv ening of the legislature by direct 
force. “The soldiers stay at the legis­ 
lativ e chambers and the legislators 
stay out,” the gov ernor said. 
“They 
» hall 
not meet. 
They hav en't 
tiie 
right. 
Nothing in our constitution 
giv e« them that right. 
I, as the gov ­ 
ernor of the state, in command of the 
military, will prev ent any and all in- 
terferenre with 
my authority 
and 
right to clean up the Ku Klux Klan 
and its corruption of official life in 
this state." 


Quorum Rep orted Ob tained . 
Meanwhile, the plana to conv ene 
the legislature, the lower house first 
and the senate later, came out in the 
open. 
Legislators began coming into 
the city frp rn all ov er the Mate. 
The 
campaign 
had 
reached 
full 
effect 
when it was reported from a reliable 
source that a q uorum of the house 
had been obtained. 
Sixty-fiv e rep­ 
resentativ e» hav e 
been 
polled 
and 
found supporting the mov e to con­ 
v ene the legislature despite the mili­ 
tant forbiddance of the chief execu­ 
tiv e. 
“We will demand admission to the 
legislativ e chambers,” one leader of 
the 
mov ement 
was 
q uoted. 
“The 
‘committee of three’ has been in con­ 
ference all day concluding our plans 
The legislativ e q uorunS will sign a 
pledge to carry out its plan regard­ 
less of what crisis might dev elop.” 
The purpose, of course, is impeaching 
Gov ernor Walton for his “autocratic 
and despotic usurpation of power and 
the ruthleae abrogation of constitu­ 
tional right» .” it was explained by 
a local legislator. 
The gov ernor consulted his finan­ 
cial 
adv isers 
and 
announced 
that 
money was plentiful 
“to fight thle 
thing out for a year or more, if it 
takes that long to clean up Oklaho­ 
ma, 
Eight hundred soldier» are now 
on duty in the staje,” he declared 
“ Three thousand are in reserv e and 
twenty thousand are waiting to rush 
in if I should call for v olunteers.” 
Asked how' long he expected m ar­ 
tial law to be held ov er the » tate, he 
rep lied : 
“Till Oklahoma is cleaned-up—until 
the hand of the inv isible empire Is 
torn from the throat of our courts, 
our juries and our county and city 
officers, until law and Justice can be 
enforced."

sume its share in prosecutions, it w*e 
learned at the White House. 
The program is aimed directly at 
dry law' enforcement, but inv olv e« ail 
federal laws where states hav e simi­ 
lar statutes, it was stated at the de­ 
partment of justice. 
A comprehen­ 
siv e surv ey of the situation lias just 
been completed by Attorney General 
Daugherty. 
'ibis study rev eahid that the whole 
trouble has been brought about by 
state legal officials throwing aU of 
their 
prosecutions into the 
federal 
courts. 
This situutichfi can be rem- 
juied by the simple expedient of hav ­ 
ing 
the 
states 
reliev e 
the 
United 
¡States Judiciary of the burden, it was 
stated. 
If President Coolidge calls 
a confereue of Gov ernors in October, 
as 
now' 
contemplated, he 
wUl 
lay 
such a program before them and ask 
their co-operation in putting it into 
execution. 
If not he is expected to 
communicate W’ith the state execu­ 
tiv es direct, it is understood. 
lu the meantime instructions hav e 
been issued to district attorney» and 
federal officials in the v arious dis­ 
trict» to hav e them endeav or to hav * 
local official» try all case» where itate ; 
and federal laws are nearly identical. 
The main congestion is for v iola­ 
tions of the prohibition law. it w'as 
stated, but there has been a growing 
tendency to throw 
any number of 
fraud cases into 
the 
federal courts 
when they could be tried just as well, 
or belter, by the state judiciary. 
A« 
a result, the courts are so far behind 
that the once famed 
machinery of 
speedy 
justice 
in 
“Uncle 
S a m » 
courts” is a tradition instead of fact, 
the department of justice stated. 
It 
is this situation, it was learned, that 
has prompted President Cooiidge to 
seek co-operation in the enforcement 
of all laws instead of limiting the 
program to dry enactments. 
With a few exceptions the states 
hav e ar> laws fully as drastic as the 
federal statutes. The states al» o hav e 
a more elaborate machinery for the 
detection of law' 
v iolations, it 
stated, and make the majority of a r­ 
rests, but when they do, ln» tead ot 
bringing prosecutions 
for v iolations 
of the city and » tate laws, the arrest­ 
ing officer« almo» t inv ariably turn 
the prosecution ov er to the United 
State« attorney. 
Experts at the department of jus- 
tioe. who hav e been working on the 
program, believ e that 
the 
rev enue 
from penalties, which now comes into 
the federal treasury, may easily be 
diepeuaed with by the 
gov ern rnent 
and held oat as an inducement to 
states to take a hand.

The 
farmers are compelled to sell at pre­ 
war price« and buy at war prices, 
paying treble the pre-war taxes at 
the same time. 
They do not hav e 
enough money after they « all their 
products to buy anything.
